PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Pumping  was  commenced  from  the  Council’s  boreholes  at 
Everton  Pumping  Station  on  March  1st  1940.  Continuous  daily 
pumping  from  that  date  has  proved  the  supply  of  water  in  the 
boreholes  to  be  adequate  and  the  analyst’s  reports  on  the  weekly 
samples  of  water  show  the  quality  of  the  water  to  be  satisfactory.
